Tehachapi, with the hope that meas­ 
ures w ill be taken which w ill result 
in the externiinat on of these birds 
in Southern California.

B A D E N B A D E N , M ay 28.— Dr. Ro b­ 
ert Koch, whose discoveries in 
the 
realms of bacteriology and medicine 
have made him famous 
throughout 
the civilized world, died 
yesterday 
after a brief 
illness. 
H e 
was 
6 7 
years of age. 
It was due to the researches 
o f 
Dr. Coch that bacteriology was plac­ 
ed upon a scientific basis. 
Autho r o f 
scores of books and 
treatises, 
no 
man’s writings ever attracted w ider 
attention from the medical world o r 
gave 
rise 
to greater 
discussion o r 
inspired more experimentation amo ng 
eminent scientists and medical men. 
Dr. Koch was born in Hanover In 
1843; 
studied medicine in Gottingen 
and practiced it there and elsewhere. 
In 1876 he published* the result 
o f 
his researches on anthrax and soon 
followed it by other works. 
In 1 880 
he became a member of the Im perial 
board of health in B e rlin and co n­ 
tinued 
his 
investigations 
o f 
the 
causes of anthrax, cholera and tu­ 
berculosis. 
In 1882 he succeeded in 
isolating the tubercle bacillus, which 
feat alone was sufficient to establish 
his fame. 
New appliances 
and in­ 
ventions for m icroscopical work were 
made o r inspired by him. 
Thro ug h 
him m any preventive remedies were 
developed.
